Reed, Sherman and Shields 
Eleven of these are republicans and 
five are democrats. 


The Lodge reservation on mandates 
was adopted by acclamation within 
two minutes after the cloture was 
adopted. 
Reservation 5. on the do­ 
mestic question was immediately tak­ 
en up. 


Tile senate was literally speechless 
on adoption of the cloture. 
For the 
first time in history its freedom of 
debate was gone 
and 
senators 
at 
mute fearing to say a word lest it 
would he taken from their time. 


After one half minute of dead l i ­ 
enee a titter spread over the floor 
when Vice President 
Marshall an­ 
nounced that the secretary of the sen­ 
ate would keep time on each member. 


The vote on the cloture was fifteen 
more than the required two thirds. 
.Senator Fall of New Mexieo was the 
only senator that did not vote on the 
cloture. 
Senators got many laughs 
out of the cloture. 


LaFoilette, famous for 
his 
long 
speeches chuckled audibly every time 
the new rule pinched one of his col­ 
leagues, 
He was opposed to it. Tile 
rule 
overturned 
the 
custom 
of 
the senate and there 
were 
many 
wrangles. 
Senators often took the 
precaution to inquire if their time 
would lie counted. 


Poindexter, of Washington, wa* the 
first speaker under the cloture rule 
to speak. 
He spoke eight minutes 
taking the floor a half hour after tin 
gag became effective. 
Hiram John 
son got on the floor immediately af­ 
terward. 
The senate w ill have nine 
t y-six hours more of debate on I bf 
treaty. 
Voting 
time w ill not be 
counted.

to be seen. 
Recently, when Hitchcock called 
it the W hite House, President \\ Il­ 
ion told him tile treaty would be un­ 
acceptable if certain of the pending 
reservations were attached to It. A l­ 
though Hitchcock never has s p e c i­ 
ally stated which of these certain 
reservations are undesirable,

them. 
W hat the Hitchcock forces in tile 
senate hope to do is to reject the res­ 
olution of ratification containing the 
object Wirable reservation, then pio- 
pose a new resolution of ratification 
w Inch they expect Hie opposers to de­ 
feat and then get together on a com­ 
promise. but the strongest members 
of the opposers, hold that rejection 
of the reservations now in process of 
formation, w ill constitute rejection 
of the treaty, and the whole affair 
w ill end if they succeed In securing 
the adoption of the resolution con­ 
taining the 
objectionable 
claus s. 
Then President W ilson will lim e none 
of It. unless he goes hack on his own 
words, and completely reveries him ­ 
self.

Tile 
other reservation refers to the con­ 
trol of domestic questions, such aa im­ 
migration, tar’ff and labor. 


The new rule

The Lodge reservation to safeguard 
the Monroe Doctrine was adopted f*5 
to 33 after three attempt* by demo­ 
cra t! to alter it had failed.
